Roadworks 
now pose 
jobs threat 
as trade hit 

TRADERS blighted by a 15- 
month Black Country roadworks 
scheme say they have just weeks 
left before they start cutting jobs 
and hours to save cash. 

The A4100 in Cradley Heath is cur¬ 
rently undergoing a £3 million pro¬ 
gramme of roadworks to tackle 
on-street parking and congestion. It 
includes providing parking bays for 
shoppers. But the work is coming at a 
cost to traders, who say takings are 
less than a third of what they were 
before it began in October. 

Stephen Pitts, owner of TeeT Shirts 
in Reddal Hill Road, said jobs could go 
within eight weeks unless the situa¬ 
tion picks up. The shop employs five 
people. 

“We’re hoping and praying the 
work does finish soon,” he said. 

At John Jones Footwear in Upper 
High Street one worker has already 
been made redundant and the hours 
of the three remaining workers could 
be cut. 

Sandwell Council said the works 
were scheduled to end in December. 

Fear over new 
rent pay points 

RESIDENTS will no longer be able to 
pay their council house rent in cash at 
new offices in Brierley Hill. 

There are fears elderly people will 
struggle to pay their bills using new 
pay points. But council bosses say the 
decision was made for the safety of 
vulnerable residents who would be at 
risk of being mugged carrying large 
sums of cash. 

The Brierley Hill housing office and 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau will be 
moved to the town’s High Street 
library under plans costing £100,000. 

Ward councillor Rachel Harris 
said: “Older people prefer to pay by 
cash and this could be difficult for 
them.” 

Dudley Council officials say the 
move will create a one-stop-shop for 
all three services at the location. 

Hundreds caught 
by the yellow peril 

MORE than 300 parking tickets have 
been issued to drivers on two Stour¬ 
bridge streets in the space of a year, 
the latest figures show. 

Between February 2010 and the 
end of January this year, a total of 120 
fixed penalties were dished out to 
drivers on Market Street and another 
195 on High Street. 

Drivers have been caught parking 
on double yellow lines, which can 
make it difficult for other motorists to 
pass while they dash into shops. 

They are also overstaying the time 
allowed to park in designated bays. 

Motorists often park illegally to 
avoid using one of the car parks on the 
outskirts of the town centre. 


Support grows for return of day care service

ELDERLY residents and their 
families turned up to a public 
meeting in the hope their Black 
Country day care service could be 
resurrected at its landmark 
venue. 

Seven weeks ago Sandwell social serv¬ 
ices moved the day care service at The 
Regis in Old Hill eight miles away to the 
Manifoldia Grange in West Bromwich. 

Centre users were left devastated that 
the service had disappeared from their 
doorsteps. 

Last Thursday’s meeting was held at 
The Regis in Reddal Hill Road by owners 
Carole Jenkins and Tony Billingham. 

The business partners also run nursing 
and care homes business Carlton Care 
Group, which operates in the Sandwell 
and Dudley boroughs. 

Currently the bosses are asssessing 
whether there is enough demand to run 


the Old Hill centre as a private enterprise. 

Addressing the meeting,Mrs Jenkins 
said: “The local authority came to us three 
years ago because there was a great need 
for day care for the elderly. If there was a 
great need three years ago, there is an 
even greater need now. 

‘We want to offer the day care here, but 
it does need to be funded. 

“To make it work we have to have 
between 35 and 40 people here a day.” 

Devastated 

Olive Perry, aged 88, of Hadendale 
Road, Cradley Heath, went to the care 
centre at The Regis once a week and at the 
meeting she said she misses it terribly. 

She said: “I loved it here, it was a real 
social occasion, all my friends would come. 

“I used to come with my husband before 
he passed away. I was devastated when it 
moved.” 

Mrs Perry said she was originally not 


going to continue going when it moved to 
West Bromwich, but was persuaded by her 
daughter Paulette Walton to give it a try. 

She said: “I spend three hours on a coach 
a day when I go. People from all over go 
there, but many of my friends decided it 
was too far so don’t go. It is not as nice as 
it was here.” 

Sue Parkes went to the meeting on 
behalf of her 80-year-old mother. She said: 
“Mum would come here and get her hair 
and nails done and sit and chat with 
friends. When she came here she was a 
completely different person, she was 
enjoying life again. 

“I am now terrified she will deteriorate. 
It is really very upsetting. She doesn’t 
want to spend hours on a bus to West 
Bromwich.” 

Another public meeting was arranged 
for Wednesday, March 23 at 2.30pm to 
establish whether there is enough inter¬ 
est. 


CHAOS AS £22m 
CUTS APPROVED 


• Police called • Gallery uproar • Demo on steps 


P OLICE were called to a 
Dudley Council 

meeting which 

descended into chaos as ten¬ 
sions ran high over plans to 
axe £22 million from the 
borough’s finances. 

Officers were called in to the 
budget-setting meeting on Monday 
after members of the public began 
throwing paper planes and chant¬ 
ing during the debate. 

The Mayor of Dudley, Councillor 
Peter Miller, was forced to halt pro¬ 
ceedings for 30 minutes while offi¬ 
cers calmed the situation. 

Inspector Richard Jones, who 
attended the scene, told the gallery: 
“It is your democratic right to sit 
and listen to the discussions here 
tonight. But for the meeting to con¬ 
tinue, there needs to be no chanting 
and clapping from the public. The 
mayor has the right to hold the 
meeting in private if members of 
the public are being disruptive.” 

Eventually, more than half of the 
people in the gallery — which 


Shadow finance chief warns 
of more than 1,000 job losses 


MORE than 1,000 people could find themselves out of a job when the 
full impact of Dudley Council’s £35 million budget cuts are revealed, 
opposition councillors claimed. 

As part of the heated debate in the chamber, shadow cabinet member 
for finance Councillor Pete Lowe said: “There will be 429 full-time 
equivalent jobs going this year, rising to 828 full-time equivalent jobs to 
go within a three-year period,” he told the meeting. 

“But what we should not forget is that the majority of Dudley Council 
employees are part time workers.This means, by my calculations, that 
the full impact of job cuts could be in excess of 1,000.” 


included members of the National 
Unions of Teachers and the Dudley 
Coalition Against the Cuts group - 
chose to leave rather than stay in 
silence. 

Tensions were running high even 
before the meeting, when it 
emerged there were only 45 seats 
available in the public gallery and 
entry was by ticket only. They were 
handed out ‘first come, first served’ 
forcing dozens more protesters out. 

Proceedings were called to a halt 


after Councillor Miller had called 
for quiet twice and people in the 
gallery starting chanting: “No ifs, 
no huts, no to Tory cuts”. 

The budget, which sets out plans 
to save £22m during the 2011/12 
financial year, was approved follow¬ 
ing more than three hours of debate 
at Dudley Council house. 

Cuts totalling £35 million are to 
be made over three years. 

New cuts which came to light 
include almost £500,000 to be axed 


from the Dudley Performing Arts 
group. The cuts mean major events 
- including Rock the Castle and the 
annual Summer Festival — will no 
longer be able to be held. 

Other moves include cutting 
£569,000 from family centres in 
Stourbridge, Coseley and Gornal, 
and merging them with nearby chil¬ 
drens’ centres, and axing £650,000 
for children with mental and physi¬ 
cal disabilities. 

Before the meeting began more 
than 150 people carrying flags and 
banners gathered outside Dudley 
Council house to protest against 
what they labelled “brutal” cuts. 

Among the protesters - many 
wearing Dudley Council uniforms - 
were workers fearing for their jobs, 
members of unions such as Unsion, 
Unite and NUT, and campaign 
group Dudley Coalition Against 
The Cuts. Laura Gibbard, from the 
Dudley Coalition Against The Cuts, 
said: “Cuts to local services - partic¬ 
ularly those which are going to 
affect the most vulnerable people in 
society - are just not acceptable,” 
she said.

Arrests and fines after 
car-washes crackdown 


Ex-dentist climbs new 
heights to help charity 


TWO car washes in Brierley Hill 
have been closed in a new crack¬ 
down on businesses employing 
illegal immigrants. 

Three arrests were made and fines 
totalling£40,000 were issued as part 
of the operation last week. 

Staff found working at car washes 
without proper permits will now face 
deportation. 

Police teamed up with officers 
from the UK Border Agency for the 
operation, which targeted take¬ 
aways and off licences as well as car 
washes. More blitzes are now 
planned across the region. 

The latest operation was organ¬ 
ised after figures revealed almost 
300 illegal workers have been found 
at businesses in the West Midlands 
and Staffordshire in the past two 
years. 

Among the firms raided was the 


Brierley Drinks Stop shop in High 
Street, where one man was arrested 
and a £10,000 fine issued. 

Diamond car wash in Brettell 
Lane, Brierley Hill, and another 
behind the vacant Malt Shovel pub 
in Stourbridge Road, were closed 
down. 

One man was arrested at each car 
wash and the employers fined. 

Hotspot 

The Chicken Hut in Castle Street, 
Dudley was also fined. 

Border Agency officer Manoj Lai, 
who is based in Solihull, said the 
West Midlands was a hotspot for 
illegal workers. 

Similar operations are planned in 
Wolverhampton and West Brom¬ 
wich over the coming months, he 
added, following a successful joint 
operation in December. Mr Lai said: 


“This was the second operation we 
carried out in Dudley and we are 
very pleased with how it has gone. 

“Illegal workers working in car 
washes and takeaways are a 
growing problem across the country 
and several came to the attention of 
Dudley police, who approached us. 

“They work in these places as it is 
cheap labour, often cash-in-hand 
and can be done late at night, when 
they think they are less likely to be 
caught.” 

Sgt Cliff Tomkinson, who was 
leading the operation, said more 
operations were planned. 

In the December operation, five 
people were arrested from three car 
washes in Pensnett and Lye. 

All of them were asylum seekers 
who had refused to leave. 

They have now all been deported. 


A FORMER Sedgley dentist has 
climbed the world’s highest free¬ 
standing mountain, all in the 
name of charity.

The authority is plough¬ 
ing ahead with plans for five 
extra care housing schemes 
which will provide around 
600 flats to help meet the 
needs of older people. 

Work has already started 
on two schemes at Russells 
Hall and Coseley. 

The £16 million Russells 
Hall scheme will have 132 
apartments and will be 
aimed at the over 55s, while 
the Coseley scheme is an 
£8m project and will com¬ 
prise 72 apartments.

History revealed by 
£1.1m nature project 


A PROJECT to open up 
one of the Black 
Country’s most signifi¬ 
cant historical sites has 
been unveiled to the 
public.

Seven Sisters caverns, 
which have been hailed as 
one of the most important 
geological sites in the world.

“The Wren’s Nest site is

MOTHERS-TO-BE are being turned 
away from Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital because midwives cannot cope 
with demand. 

Russells Hall Hospital has told GPs that 
it will start to limit the number of applica¬ 
tions from women who want to have their 
babies there as staff are already under too 
much pressure. 

Hospital bosses said there had been an 
increase in the number of women applying 
because of the department’s fine reputation. 

They expect to turn away 200 people from 
outside Dudley over the course of the year. 

Chief executive Paula Clark apologised 
to any mother who had been disappointed. 


One man, whose wife is 10 weeks preg¬ 
nant with their third child, said he found 
the decision ludicrous. 

“We requested Russells Hall as we had 
our other two children there and we know 
it’s good,” said the 33-year-old, from 
Coseley. 

“But our midwife said they were not 
allowing any more referrals and told us we 
should complain. She thought it was ludi¬ 
crous too.” 

The couple have been forced to apply to 
Wolverhampton’s New Cross Hospital, 
which is much further from the father’s 
workplace in Brierley Hill. 

He added: “What really annoys me is last 
year the NHS was singing about people 
choosing where they are 
treated.” 

Mrs Clark said neigh¬ 
bouring trusts, including 
Wolverhampton and 

Sandwell had been 
informed of the decision. 

She added: “We have 
limited space in terms of 
delivery rooms and are 
reaching our capacity.” 

“Our first obligation is to 
continue providing a safe 
high quality service to our 
patients and by limiting the 
geographical area from 
which we draw referrals we 
believe we can do this.” 

NHS Dudley said Dudley 
Primary Care Trust was 
now reviewing services.

shows how helpful these 
groups can be, as members 
offer each other mutual 
support, exchange ways of 
coping, and realise that they 
are not alone in their feel¬ 
ings.” 

The groups will be steered 
by its members and by their 
needs. 

They will receive train¬ 
ing, help, advice and 
support from Dudley Mind 
staff. 

The charity aims to 
promote good mental health 
and support those with 
mental health problems, 
and the group will aim to 
encourage people to be more 
independent.

What a waste! Oil is 
poured down drain 


ANEW government poll has 
revealed people across 
Dudley are disposing of 
cooking oils incorrectly, 
causing damage to drains 
and watercourses. 

The YouGov poll has high¬ 
lighted that 37 per cent of 
people aged 18 to 44 in the 
borough are still tipping 
cooking oil down the drain 
or sink. 

This is despite having a 
three specialist recycling 
tanks in or around the 
borough that collected more 
than 2,500 litres last year. 

As well as wasting a valu¬ 


able resource, which can 
now be turned into clean 
electricity, disposing of oil in 
this way can cause severe 
damage to drainage 
systems. 

Ian Collins, of Living 
Fuels, which operates a 
network of collection tanks 
throughout the West Mid¬ 
lands, said: “It’s shocking 
that after all the public 
information campaigns 
householders’ favourite 
method of vegetable oil dis¬ 
posal is tipping it down the 
kitchen sink. 

“It’s those aged 45 and 


over who are most likely to 
make the trip to the tip with 
their waste oil. 

“They are the recycling 
stars because those tanks 
turn waste vegetable oil into 
electricity and heat. 

“You’d have thought the 
younger age groups would 
be keener recyclers because 
they’re more likely to have 
been formally educated as 
to why it’s the right thing to 
do environmentally.

Business couple in 
£122k benefit fiddle 


A DUDLEY couple who ran 
successful motor businesses 
while claiming £122,000 
benefits have been jailed. 

Judge Michael Challinor 
said Emma Crumpton and 
David Evans had run a 
“cynical, sophisticated, 
deliberate, consistent, well- 
concealed” scam for more 
than 11 years. 

Crumpton, aged 35, of 
Tipton Road, admitted two 
charges of fraud and one of 
cheating the public purse by 
claiming incapacity benefit 
while she was running her 
own company from July 


1997 to January 2009. She 
received £74,995 in benefits 
she should not have had, 
and was sentenced to 21 
months behind bars. 

Alcohol 

She claimed she had been 
pressured into committing 
the crime. 

Evans, 58, who lived at 
the same address, pleaded 
guilty to one charge relating 
to incapacity benefit, claim¬ 
ing £47,991 during the 
same period. He was sent to 
prison for 12 months. 

Judge Challinor, passing 


sentence at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last week, 
said: “This offence was the 
result of greed, and not of 
any other reason.” 

The pair set up Castle 
Motors and Ex-Lease Cars 
in July 1997, despite start¬ 
ing to claim incapacity 
benefit in 1994. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, for 
Evans, said: “He feels con¬ 
sumed by guilt.” 

Mr Simon Hanns, defend¬ 
ing Crumpton, said she suf¬ 
fered alcohol abuse and 
would not receive the help 
she needed in prison. 


Labour anger as extra 
£3.6m in cuts ordered 


EXTRA budget cuts of around £3.6 million must be made to Dudley 
Council’s children’s services this year on top of £6m already agreed. The 
department had already resigned itself to losing almost £9m by 2014, 
with the first£5.8m of savings to be made in the 2011-12 financial year. 

But bosses have now revealed that they have been warned of extra pressures 
on the service as Government cuts continue to bite, increasing the amount to 
be saved to £12m over the next three years. 

Critics on the council labelled it a “slash and burn” attitude to making the budget deci¬ 
sions. Labour’s shadow cabinet member for children’s services, Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, said: “This is a disastrous situation, and a very dangerous position for us to be in. 

“It seems to me that we are heading back to the Dark Ages. The council will be able to 
provide only very basic serv¬ 


ices to those most in need, 
while everyone else will be 
left to fend for themselves.” 

Councillor Crumpton 
added: “It’s important to 
remember that Dudley 
Council has actually had 
very little say in the amount 
they have to save, it’s very 
much a central Government 
move.” 

The savings include more 
than £2.5m to be taken from 
Dudley Council’s support to 
schools and improvement 
programmes. 

Teachers 

It is thought that the cuts 
will include scrapping the 
council’s support team of 
teachers who are sent in to 
help improve failing schools, 
along with psychology and 
welfare services. 

“To be told at this late 
stage that an extra £3m 
needs to be lost this coming 
year is disgraceful,” Coun¬ 
cillor Crumpton said. 

“We should be at the stage 
now where the department 
knows how much money it 
has to spend, but that isn’t 
the case thanks to this.” 

The Conservative-run 
cabinet member for finance, 
Councillor David Blood, 
said that the reduction had 
come from various grants 
including the Early Inter¬ 
vention Grant. 


Fight for career centres 

MORE than 3,000 people have signed petitions protesting 
about the withdrawal of funding from two Connexions 
careers advice centres and other community services in 
Dudley. Two petitions have been handed to Dudley Council 
protesting against cuts which could mean the closure of the 
Benefits Shop and a volunteer support team on the Priory 
estate. Dudley Council will not be renewing its £1.3 million 
contract with Prospect Services which runs the Connex¬ 
ions centres in Wolverhampton Street, Dudley, and High 
Street, Stourbridge. The deal runs out on March 31. 

More smokers 
giving up habit 


MORE than 1,700 smokers 
have kicked the habit in 
Dudley borough over the 
last few months, new 
figures show. 

Health chiefs say they 
had all avoided lighting up 
four weeks after they first 
decided to quit smoking. 

The figures were released 
ahead of No Smoking Day, 
which takes place on Thurs¬ 
day, aimed at encouraging 
more people to kick the 
habit for good. 

They show that between 
April and December last 
year a total of 1,729 were 
listed as four-week quitters 
after seeking help through 


Dudley’s Stop Smoking 
service. During the last full 
financial year, 2009-2010, 
there was a record number 
of quitters in Dudley with 
2,611 stopping smoking. 

Nationally it is thought 
that since the smoking ban 
in public places was intro¬ 
duced in 2007, the number 
of people quitting has risen. 

Health bosses in Dudley 
arranged a series of events 
for people to find about more 
about giving up smoking. 

The stop smoking team 
will be assisting the Cancer 
UKAwareness Roadshow in 
Dudley town centre on 
Thursday and Friday.

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Moggy rescued from tight spot 


CURIOSITY almost 
killed a cat which 
became trapped in a tiny 
gap between two houses 
in Dudley. 

The moggy, which had to 
be rescued by firefighters, 
spent Wednesday night 
last week in an incubator to 
warm him up after he 
became stuck between two 
properties in Pebworth 
Grove, off The Broadway, 
Dudley. 

He may have tried to survive 
by eating sand and was cold 
and hungry when a neighbour 
heard his faint meows. 

Firefighters worked for more 
than an hour to free the tabby 
which had wedged itself in a 
six-inch gap between the 


garage of a detached house and 
an extension being built at the 
semi-detached next door. 
Dudley fire station crew com¬ 
mander Andy Clay said a 
chisel was used to take out four 
bricks and a breeze block from 
the extension to free him. 

He said: “We don’t know how 
long he had been in there but 
he was quite dehydrated and 
cold when he came out. 

Called 

“We were all very pleased he 
was okay. I am a cat lover 
myself and when we first saw 
him he was in quite a predica¬ 
ment so to get him out okay 
was great.” 

The RSPCA were called and 
the cat was taken to Black’s 
Vets in Hall Street, Dudley. 

Nurse Emma Adams said 


they did not know who the 
owners were yet as the cat. She 
added: “He was very cold and 
hungry. We have got him in the 
incubator as when we first took 
his temperature there was no 
reading. 

“He had lots of sand in his 
mouth as well, I don’t know if 
he was trying to eat it.” 

Residents have now blocked 
up the gap. 

Meanwhile, a dog in Stour¬ 
bridge helped raise the alarm 
after a fire in a shed in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Firefighters say the blaze on 
Cecil Street could have been 
started among coal inside the 
shed. 

Retired teacher Richard 
Copley, aged 71, said: “I woke 
up and the neighbour was 
hammering on the door. She 


told me there was a fire, I went 
outside and the shed was 
alight. Flames were going 
through the roof. 

“I was really lucky that the 
dog had woken my neighbours, 
it has probably saved my life. 

“If it was just a bit longer the 
whole house could have gone 
up. I am very grateful.” 

Barking 

Stourbridge fire station crew 
commander Pete Walters 
added: “Luckily the neigh¬ 
bours dog started barking at 
2am, the owner got up and 
alerted their neighbour what 
was going on and called us.”

Waste 
warning 
sent out 
to firms 

SEVERN Trent Water 
has warned it will crack¬ 
down on companies 
breaking the law after 
prosecuting a Rowley 
Regis metal treatment 
firm for dumping con¬ 
taminated waste down a 
sewer without permis¬ 
sion. 

Stephen Gould, direc¬ 
tor and owner of Decma 
Limited, which operates 
from Titford Lane, White 
heath, admitted the 
charge at Warley Magis¬ 
trates’ Court. 

He was fined £1,000 
with prosecution costs of 
£3,427 and a victim sur¬ 
charge of £15. 

The charges related to 
the firm’s previous sec¬ 
ond home on Thornleigh 
Trading Estate, Blowers 
Green Road, Dudley. 

Limits 

Analysts found the 
waste contained chrom¬ 
ium, copper, nickel and 
zinc. 

Simon Cocks, waste 
water services director 
for Severn Trent Water, 
said it needed to crack¬ 
down on those who 
dumped contaminated 
waste without consent. 

He said: “The limits we 
set to regulate trade dis¬ 
charges are calculated to 
ensure they do not 
adversely effect the 
capacity of our sewage 
works to efficiently treat 
sewage, so exceeding this 
consent is not only 
illegal; it can also dam¬ 
age the sewage treat¬ 
ment process and so risk 
causing harm to the envi¬ 
ronment.” 

Decma has since closed 
its Dudley plant.

THE stories of 25 Dudley men 
who died during the Second 
World War are brought to life in 
a new book compiled by a 
woman who tracked down and 
interviewed as many of their 
relatives and friends as she 
could find. 

Val Worwood, helped by a cousin, 
Mike Smith, from Stourbridge 
Road, Holly Hall, Dudley, and 
various other friends in the com¬ 
munity, has produced Holly Hall 
Heroes Remembered, described as 
the story of the men named on a 
war memorial. 

The 67-year-old widow, a mother of 
three and grandmother of six, hopes 
she will find a publisher so that her 
labour of love can be given to relatives 
of the fallen and sold to raise money for 
the Help for Heroes charity in aid of 
injured servicemen and women. 

She began “knocking on doors” to 
research the Second World War Heroes 
in 2008 and has now completed the 
book. 

Destroyer 

It has many contributions from 
friends, packed with photos of those 
who died as well as some of their loved 
ones and accounts of life in the area at 
the time. 

It tells of how, in 1998, James 
Grainger, of Holly Hall, launched a 
campaign to have a plaque made for the 
war memorial in the grounds of St 
Augustine’s Church to bear the 25 
names of town men killed in the 1939- 
45 conflict. 

The plaque was finally unveiled after 
a memorial service in June last year. 

“I wanted to show that these were not 
just names on a memorial — they were 
all somebody’s husband, son, brother or 
friend,” said Val, of Barratts Croft, 
Lower Gornal, Dudley. 

“It is important that faces should be 


put to names of those who lost their 
lives so that the community knows the 
sacrifice those young lads made.” 

Among the fallen featured in the 
book Holly Hall Heroes Remembered is 
Stoker (2nd Class) George Davies, who 
was born in 1922, and whose family 
home was in Cochrane Road, Woodside, 
Dudley. 

George became a crew member of the 
submarine HMS Tempest 

During his final shore leave, he spent 
time with his school friend Gladys 
Meese, telling her how dangerous his 
missions were and asking her never to 
tell his mother of the peril he faced. 

The 19-year-old was killed when the 
Tempest was hit by depth charges fired 
by the Italian destroyer Circe in the 
Gulf of Taranto on February 23, 1942. 

Gladys Meese - whose married name 
is Gilkes - aged 86, of Clee Road, Holly 
Hall, said: “What Val has done is 
absolutely beautiful. Nobody could 
have done a better job.” 

As George’s family mourned his 
death, they received a telegram report¬ 
ing that his cousin, Private John 


Davies, known to his friends as Jack, 
who was serving in the 5th Battalion 
the Hampshire Regiment, was missing 
in action. 

A letter dated April 6, 1944, con¬ 
firmed their worst fears - he had been 
killed the previous October, aged 23, 
and his body had been found in the 
central Mediterranean area. 

He was buried in Miturno war ceme¬ 
tery near Naples, Italy. 

Community 

Jack’s sister Nellie, whose married 
name is Reece, aged 81, of Foxglove 
Road, Wrens Nest, said: “I had just left 
school at 14 when we heard that he had 
been killed and it was a shock. 

“He was my parents’ only son and it 
hit the family hard. 

‘Val has done a marvellous job and I 
am looking forward to reading the 
book. I’m proud of her for what she’s 
done.” 

In November an exhibition of the 
photos collected by Val and her friends 
was held at Woodside Community 
Centre, raising £200 on behalf of Help 
for Heroes.

A WARDEN at Himley 
Park is preparing for a 
tough shift when he 
tackles Mont Blanc for 
the second time to raise 
money for Cancer 
Research UK.

want to raise funds for 
Cancer Research UK to 
enable the charity to con¬ 
tinue its vital work into 
researching the causes 
and treatments for an 
evil illness.”

A PROLIFIC thief who held a needle 
to the neck of a teenage Black Country 
supermarket worker and threatened 
to stab him has been sentenced to 48 
weeks in prison. 

Andrew Rose held the hypodermic 
needle 6in away from the neck of 17-year- 
old store assistant David Clift at Black- 
heath’s Iceland, after pulling the 
protective tip off with his mouth, Warley 
Magistrates’ Court heard. 

The 24-year-old threatened to stab Mr 
Clift if he tried to stop him stealing five 
packets of bacon from the store. 

He also threatened a female security 
worker at Sainsbury’s, Blackheath, with a 
needle and bit a worker at Wilkinson, 
Blackheath, who tried to chase him. 

Rose confronted the Sainsbury’s worker 
after she chased him from the store for 
taking a bottle of Baileys liqueur. 

The Wilkinson worker was bitten as he 
tried to stop Rose stealing Nivea gift sets. 

Rose pleaded guilty earlier this month to 
three counts of theft from a shop and two 
counts of common assault. 

‘Horrific’ 

Appearing at court last week, he pleaded 
guilty to a further eight thefts and another 
common assault, to include the biting in 
Wilkinson on December 4. 

Miss Kelly Hales, prosecuting, said the 
extra charges showed Rose went on a 
“shoplifting spree” from November 22 to 
December 4. She said: “He assaulted a 
number of staff at the locations, the 
offences were particularly horrific when 
you consider he threatened people with a 
hypodermic needle.” 

The spree included six hits on Co-op, 
Manor Lane, Halesowen, where he stole 13 
bottles of whisky worth £241.34 and meat 
worth £76.89. There were two further 
thefts from Wilkinson, Blackheath, the 
court heard. 

Mr Parms Hayre, defending, said the 
spree came after Rose’s brother and grand¬ 
mother died and his mother was injured by 
a car. 

Passing sentence, chairman of the bench 
Mrs Karen Chater said she had taken 
Rose’s early guilty plea into consideration. 
He received two consecutive jail terms of 
24 weeks and two concurrent ones.

A stash of Taliban weapons has been uncovered 
by Shropshire-based soldiers on patrol in 
Afghanistan, defence chiefs have revealed. 

The haul, which included rocket-propelled grenades, 
explosive devices and five magazines of AK47 bullets, was 
discovered by soldiers from 1st Battalion the Royal Irish 
Regiment, based at Tern Hill, near Market Drayton. The 
discovery means the weapons can now never be turned 
against British forces or the Afghan people. 

The weapons cache was found during a patrol in the 
Nawabad area of Helmand 
province. 

The regiment’s combined 
force reconnaissance group, 
known as Wildcat 10, was 
deployed on operations 
when it discovered the 
cache. 

The commander Captain 
Ben Davis was leading the 
patrol when he was tipped 
off about a weapons hide 
which it was initially 
thought included four RPG 
warheads. 

Following searches in pos¬ 
sible insurgent locations, 
Wildcat 10 then searched a 
walled poppy garden to the 
east of the target area. 

The initial find of the four 
RPG warheads was con¬ 
firmed and Captain Davis 
then made the decision to 
rummage through the rest 
of the compound. 

After several hours a 
cache of weapons was 
unearthed. These included 
10 RPG warheads, grenades, 
nearly 1,000 bullet rounds, 
armour-piercing rounds and 
parts used to make impro¬ 
vised explosive devices. 

Throughout the operation 
Afghan National Police were 
involved in cordoning off the 
weapons cache to deter any 
unwanted insurgent atten¬ 
tion, defence chiefs said. 

Captain Davis said: “The 
weapons and ammunition 
that were recovered will 
undoubtedly have saved the 
lives of Afghan and ISAF 
forces, and the amount that 
was recovered would have 
provided an extremely 
heavy weight of fire for the 
Taliban.” 

Staff Sergeant Yosef 
Mohammed, Afghan police 
representative, said: “It is 
very good that these 
weapons are now out of the 
hands of the Taliban as their 
supply chain will now be 
tested.”

Mansion revamp 
plans submitted 

A ruined mansion was this week today a step closer to 
being fully restored after its new owner submitted detailed 
plans for its renovation. 

Grade Il-listed Pell Wall Hall, near Market Drayton, was 
gutted by fire in 1986 and has stood as an empty shell ever 
since. 

The forgotten architectural gem, designed by acclaimed 
architect Sir John Soane, has been snapped up by Bernard 
Goodwin, of Hankelow, near Market Drayton. 

Mr Goodwin has applied for listed building consent to 
restore the building in line with Soane’s original drawings. 

Last year he completed a £580,000 deal to buy the early 
19th century country house, which is set in four acres. 

The plan includes cleaning the outside, re-laying flooring 
in the basement, restoring a ceiling in the first floor ladies’ 
dressing room and fitting a new kitchen. The work would 
also include restoring the study of Purney Sillitoe, the busi¬ 
nessman who commissioned Soane to build the hall in 1822. 

In a statement submitted to planners, Mr Goodwin said 
his intentions are: “To restore Pell Wall Hall to its original 
Soanian spirit and splendour as a private house.” 

The application is for the “first phase” of the restoration, 
which Mr Goodwin believes could take between five and 10 
years to complete.

Police warning: 
do not be fooled 
by ‘gold’ offer 

Police in Market Drayton have issued a warning not to 
become involved with strangers either offering “gold” 
jewellery for sale or showing an interest in buying it. 

The warning following a series of incidents where people in 
the county have been approached. In several cases, items 
of genuine jewellery have been stolen from those 
approached. 

Detective Inspector Sarah Wagstaff said: “There were three 
incidents in the county on Friday and another on Satur¬ 
day which we believe are probably linked. 

“In the past, we have received similar reports where ‘gold’ 
jewellery has been offered for sale at very low prices. Usu¬ 
ally, the items are not gold but brass or some other kind 
of metal. 

“But in these recent cases, there appears to be an element 
of distraction where the strangers attempt to persuade 
people to part with items. 

“They may initially offer ‘gold’ items but this appears to be 
a ruse to get people to part with their own jewellery. 

“We would always advise people not to handover any money 
in these circumstances and to report the matter to the 
police on 0300 333 3000. If it sounds too good to be true 
it usually is, so don’t be tempted.”

THE landlord of a Dudley pub 
damaged in an arson attack 
faces a £50,000 bill to get back 
in business. 

The bar area at the Hope 
Tavern, in Cinder Bank, Nether- 
ton, was badly burned and it could 
be closed for up to a month. 

Landlord Dimmy Sangha says 
he will give a reward to anyone 
who provides information that 
leads to the conviction of the cul¬ 
prits. 

Arsonists broke a window and 
threw a burning object into the 
bar at around 3am on Tuesday of 
last week. 

Mr Sangha believes the attack 
was fuelled by “jealous/’, but the 
39-year-old said he is “deter¬ 
mined to bounce back”. 

Automatic 

The pub reopened in December 
2009 after a major refurbish¬ 
ment. Mr Sangha bought it from 
Wolverhampton-based Marston’s 
brewery after it had been shut for 
three years. 

He believes up to £50,000 will 
need to be spent on the bar area, 
which must be gutted and re-dec- 
orated. 

Mr Sangha said: “It is heart 
wrenching to see what has hap¬ 
pened to my pub after we put so 
much effort in. 

“Everything inside was new — 
we’ve built up a good business 
here and it seems like someone 
was jealous of that.” 

Mr Sangha, who has four chil¬ 


dren ranging from a two-month 
old baby to a 15-year-old son, was 
alerted at his Dudley home in the 
early hours by a phone call from 
the firm that runs the automatic 
fire alarm at the pub. 

“I was devastated, I could not 
believe what I was seeing.” 

When he arrived, two fire 


crews from Cradley Heath were 
tackling the flames. 

Thousand of pounds in trade 
will be lost while the pub is closed. 

Mr Sangha hopes to re-open in 
a fortnight, but it could be longer.

Big Days put at risk 
by heartless thieves 


LEAD thieves put weddings at 
risk by targeting Sandwell’s his¬ 
toric Grade II listed register office, 
forcing bosses to spend more than 
£50,000 on a security system and 
repairs — with the ceiling coming 
close to collapse. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper warned that they had 
faced the “horrendous” prospect of 
cancelling weddings. 

Council bosses decided to install 
three 20ft steel poles with CCTV 
cameras costing £29,500 outside the 
register officer at Highfields in High 
Street. 

They were so concerned that they 
carried out the work without planning 
permission because of the urgency. 

Documents submitted with the ret¬ 
rospective planning applications to 
keep the security system revealed that 
the roof was close to collapse after 
being hit by a number of lead thefts. 

Thousands of pounds’ damage was 
caused and the authority was left to 


pick up a further £17,000 bill to 
repaint the building after roof repairs. 

The CCTV poles have also been 
painted black to merge in with ornate 
street lamps in the nearby Garden of 
Remembrance. Bosses spent a further 
£4,000 on anti-climb drainpipes to 
stop vandalism. 

Cllr Cooper said: “We have had to 
apply for planning permission retro¬ 
spectively as the priority was to get the 
CCTV system fitted. 

“We came so close to having the 
ceiling collapse and weddings being 
cancelled that we went straight ahead 
and fitted the CCTV system in 
January.” 

Risk 

He said there had been a string of 
lead thefts at Highfields over the last 
few years and it was particularly bad 
last year. There was a theft in spring 
last year, two thefts in August, another 
in November during the snow and 
there had been several previous to 
that. Enough was enough.” he said.

Pupils show healthy 
interest in medicine

THEY have given hundreds of school- 
children in Dudley an insight into a 
career in medicine. 

But today Classroom Medics, work¬ 
shops set up physician Tom Warrender, 
face an uncertain future because of spend¬ 
ing cuts. 

Tom, aged 30, who lives in Pendeford, Wolver¬ 
hampton, completed a degree in human physi¬ 
ology and taught nurses at Birmingham City 
University before quitting his job to take on his 
new venture. 

Funding comes from the Government’s Aim 
Higher scheme, which is having its funding cut 
in July. That means individual schools must 
then decide if they have enough money to afford 
the workshops. 

Tom said: “We are working with schools in the 
Dudley area as part of a pilot project that aims 
to get primary school children to think about 
their career before they go to secondary school. 

“As well as talking to them about jobs in the 
medical profession there is also a strong health 
aspect to the workshops.” 


Tom, who has also launched a new website at 
www.classroommedicsblog.co.uk offering 
revision tips and exam advice, runs the busi¬ 
ness with his wife Davina. 

He added: “It is a shame to think that a lot of 
children will miss out. We are talking to schools 
about doing shorter sessions to make it more 
affordable for them.” 

Youngsters at Church of Ascension Primary 
in Wall Heath, Dudley, had the chance to work 
with a patient simulator called Stan and learn 
to check their blood pressure and lung capacity 
as well as how to move a patient using a hoist. 

Decisions 

Tom says he enjoys seeing the reaction from 
children when his team turn up at the school in 
New Street. 

“As soon as I pull Stan out of the car I get 
them saying ‘is that a dead body’,” says Tom, 
who used to be a pupil at Ounsdale High School 
in Wombourne. 

“We get a great reaction when we come into 
the school because we are all dressed up in 
scrubs with pieces of medical kit, which the

children have never used before. We want to 
help them make a more informed decision 
about their life.” 

Like most 10-year-old boys, Lucas Murphy 
dreamed of becoming a famous footballer — but 
now his aspirations have turned in a different 
direction following a visit to Church of Ascen¬ 
sion Primary by Classroom Medics. 

A workshop at the school showed youngsters 
the wide range of jobs available in the medical 
sector. 

Lucas said: “We have learnt things like where 
the pulses are in a person’s body and what their 
heart rate should be. It has made me think seri¬ 
ously about going to work in a hospital.” 

Classmate Charlie Goddard, 10, said she was 
surprised by how many NHS jobs there were. 

“We have learnt about different health jobs 
and I had no idea there are over 400 to choose 
from -1 took a guess at there being 30.” 

Jessica Crook, aged 10, added: “The work¬ 
shop has made me think about becoming a 
doctor.” 



Free wi-fi at 
town libraries 

TOWNSFOLK in Dudley can now log 
on to the internet for free with their 
web enabled gadgets at libraries 
across the borough. 

A pilot scheme was launched at a 
number of Dudley Council-run 
libraries in September and bosses say 
it has been such a success the system 
is now available at all borough 
libraries. 

Anyone with a web-enabled smart 
phone, laptop or other device can use 
designated free wi-fi hot spots in all 
libraries to connect to the internet. 

Councillor David Simms, cabinet 
member for housing, libraries and 
adult learning, said: “The pilot scheme 
has proved really successful with 
many people visiting libraries on a 
monthly basis to make the most of the 
new service. 

“People just need to be a library 
member to benefit from the free wi-fi 
as they will need their library card 
ticket and PIN to log on, but it’s really 
simple to sign up and join the 
libraries.”

Rat run’s 6,000 
drivers each day 


UP TO 6,000 commuters a 
day are using an illegal rat- 
run through a Dudley side 
street which could now be 
blocked off in an attempt to 
resolve the problem for 
good. 

People living in Blackacre 
Road have been complaining 
to police and the council for 
years. 

Council banned drivers from 
the road except to access homes in 
2002 but motorists have been 
flouting the traffic order. 

A police crackdown helped cut 
numbers but recent surveys 
suggest up to 6,000 drivers a day 
are cutting through the street to 
the town centre. 

Now council chiefs have drawn 
up a range of options to try 


totackle the issue. These include 
blocking off the road between 
Shedden Street and Dando Road 
and making nearby Paradise one¬ 
way although residents are 
thought to be against that idea. 

Other proposals being put 
forward by the council include 
making Blackacre Road one way 
towards Bean Road and making a 
section of Shedden Street one way 
towards Lloyd Street. 

Discussed 

Making Blackacre Road one 
way towards Dando Road has also 
been suggested as has making a 
section of Blackacre Road one way 
from Dando Road towards 
Shedden Street. 

Another option would see 
Norman Street and Selbourne 
Road one way towards Smith 
Street. 

The plans will be discussed at a 


meeting of Dudley Central Area 
Committee on March 15. 

A report on the proposals reads: 
“Before the prohibition of driving 
order was introduced around 
1,000 vehicles used Blackacre 
Road during each peak hour. 

“Over a 12 hour day some 
10,000 vehicles used Blackacre 
Road. 

“Following the introduction of 
the prohibition of driving these 
figures were halved by means of 
regular police enforcement. 

“These campaigns continue but 
are of reducing effectiveness and 
require intensive police activity.” 

The work would cost in the 
region of £12,000 to introduce 
which may be funded through the 
council’s minor works capital allo¬ 
cation budget.

Talks 

Members of campaign 
group Cradley Raising 
Aid Saving Heathens 
have been in talks with 
both Dudley and 
Sandwell councils in an 
attempt to find land for a 
new stadium. 

Group member Bob 
Edwards says the group 
met Sandwell cabinet 
member for leisure, 
culture and youth, Coun¬ 
cillor Ann Shackleton to 
discuss the issue. 

He revealed that 
vacant former industrial 
land within Sandwell 
may be lined up as the 
site for a new circuit. 

“Sandwell Council has 
said there is the possibil¬ 
ity of redundant employ¬ 
ment land within the 
area where there could 
be a track,” he said. 

“Our talks are at an 
early stage as the council 
say the land isn’t avail¬ 
able yet but that it might 
be in the future. 

‘We feel like the talks 
are progressing and are 
positive at the moment 


but its just a case of 
waiting to see what 
might happen. 

“ It could be an ideal 
solution for the club.” 

Cllr Shackleton said 
discussions had been 
held but no firm decision 
had been made yet. 

“We are currently 
looking at what suitable 
sites there may be in the 
borough,” she added. 

Around 1,000 speed¬ 
way fans have packed 
the terraces in Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Monmore 
Green stadium and 
Perry Barr stadium, in 
Birmingham, to follow 
the Heathens at their 
home meetings. 

But supporters say the 
club needs a permanent 
base to call its own. 

The group has been 
boosted by the news that 
silencers used to reduce 
exhaust noise have been 
given the thumbs up by 
planners in Birming¬ 
ham. 

Speedway team, the 
Birmingham Brummies, 
have used the devices on 
their bikes this season. 
Their use was enough to 
convince planners in the 
city to allow the sport to 
continue at the Perry 
Barr stadium. 

Mr Edwards has used 
the example in discus¬ 
sions with the two 
authorities. 

“We have really 
enjoyed having our 
meetings in Perry Barr 
and Wolverhampton but 
I’m sure for most of our 
fans, having to travel has 
not been an ideal set of 
circumstances. It has 
been a great season and 
it is a crucial time now to 
try and focus on the 
stadium,” he said.

Big but not beastly - 4x4 
hybrid’s green credentials

WITH the Lexus RX, par¬ 
ent company Toyota 
has had the best selling 
luxury SUV for some¬ 
time. 

But to stand on to your lau¬ 
rels is to commit automotive 
suicide and so now we have 
the launch of the new, third 
generation 450 and the sec¬ 
ond derivative with the 
hybrid drive system. 

It is this hybrid drive sys¬ 
tem which, I believe, has 
taken the Lexus RX out of the 
‘Chelsea tractor’ category 
and made it a more accept¬ 
able face of driving. 

It still looks and feels huge, 


and there will be those who 
will always query why there is 
a necessity for a vehicle of this 
type in and around the cities, 
and it is extremely difficult to 
argue with that particular 
logic. 

There can be little doubt 
that the Lexus is a serious 
piece of equipment: it feels 
solid, it feels robust and the 
driving position gives you 
that better view and you feel 
immensely secure, cocooned 
in this huge amount of metal. 

It is quite easy to see the 
DNA of the new 450; its 


resemblance to the model 
that it replaces, the 400, is 
striking. 

But make no mistakes the 
450 is an all-new vehicle. 
Inside the quality is superb, 
everything you touch works 
with a reassuring click and 
that nice quality feel to it, 
switches are perfectly 
damped and cup holders 
retract smoothly and quietly 
(it is almost a delight to use 
the plethora of cup holders 
that are fitted). There is a 
completely new entertain¬ 
ment system and controller, 


which has replaced the on 
screen system. 

It is almost BMW in its hi- 
drive type of operation but, 
believe me, this is simplicity 
in itself. I have been a critic of 
many, many cars with their 
difficult to get to grips with 
systems but congratulations 
to Lexus. You just move the 
large square shaped joy stick 
to wherever you want to be, 
be it traffic, audio or naviga¬ 
tion and click. Lexus call it 
the remote touch, it works 
very well and it is gratifying 
to know that it will soon 
appear in other Lexus mod¬ 
els. 


Road handling, consider¬ 
ing the sheer size of the vehi¬ 
cle was reassuring. This is 
never going to be a Formula 1 
or a go-kart in the handling 
department on twisty B 
roads, but show it dual car¬ 
riageways or sweeping A 
roads and it has a reassuring 
feel to it. Probably because of 
its weight and with the 
wheels planted firmly at the 
corners it always gave a com¬ 
forting ride. 

The RX450 has a huge 246 
bhp 3.5-litre V6 petrol engine 
and this in itself should make 
the 450 something of a 
dinosaur. 

But, of course, where it 
scores heavily is the hybrid 
system because it has not one 
but two powerful electric 
motors which work in tan¬ 
dem with the internal com¬ 
bustion engine. 

There is one at the front 
and one at the rear and this 
boosts power to just under 
300 bhp. If you absolutely 
boot the throttle you will be 
amazed how this big vehicle 
can lurch forward with a 0- 60 
in under eight seconds and on 
to a top speed of 124 mph. 

You have three driving 
modes where the electric 
motors do actually give assis¬ 
tance. 

It is quite a strange feeling 
however to ease away from a 
standstill just running on 
electric power. My family 
were quite surprised when I 
dropped off one of the grand¬ 
children and pulled gently 
away, such is its quietness. 

The RX’s exterior is vast 


and this, of course, relates to 
the interior for the driver, 
front passenger and rear 
occupants, the amount of 
space really is astounding. 

The use of real wood and 
leather is interesting and 
enjoyable. The rear seats are 
capable of reclining and slid¬ 
ing and my two grandchil¬ 
dren on a lengthy motorway 
trip to visit Legoland found 
this a delight, so they could 
have 40 winks when tired¬ 
ness and excitement over¬ 
came them. 

Connectivity 

Standard features on the 
entry level SE absolutely 
abound, you could write a 
book on it. For example there 
is cruise control, blue tooth 
connectivity, door mirrors 
are both heated and electri¬ 
cally operated and the sound 
system is excellent with nine 
speakers and a six CD 
changer, so you should never 
run out of music. 

From the driving dynamics 
perspective there is an elec¬ 
tronic four-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem, the vehicle has an ABS 
with an electronic brake dis¬ 
tribution and a drake assist 
system in the event of an 
emergency. 


It also has traction control, 
a vehicle stability control, a 
vehicle dynamics integrated 
management system and a 
hill assist control, which 
enable you to have a vehicle 
that will perform in all sorts 
of terrain and all sorts of con¬ 
ditions. 

The RX is large - 4,770 
mms in length, 1885 mms 
wide and 1685 mms in height 
- so this is no shrinking violet 
of a vehicle and be assured 
you need a fair size drive to be 
able to park it, and an even 
bigger garage to fit it into. 

During my time with the 
RX I covered a lot of miles, a 
considerable amount was 
motorway and dual carriage¬ 
way but I also did a lot of 
round town city with the 
vehicle. I tried as hard as I 
could to keep the gauges 
telling me I was driving it eco¬ 
nomically and using electric 
power whenever possible. 

Lexus claim that you 
should achieve 44.8 mpg on 
the combined and 42.8 mpg 
on the urban cycle, I couldn’t 
achieve 44 mpg - the com¬ 
puter told me that my overall 
figure was 37 mpg. 

But when you consider the 
size of the vehicle the factor 
that primarily you have a 3.5- 


litre V-6 petrol engine I 
believe that figure to be out¬ 
standing. I am of an age that 
I remember a Range Rover 
from 30-plus years ago and I 
only achieved single figure 
fuel figures from that vehicle, 
so the way things have moved 
on over the years really is 
astounding and this gives cre¬ 
dence to the Lexus RX being a 
vehicle that is now accept¬ 
able, and not to be castigated 
and sneered at as not being 
realistic. 

Lexus have never been 
cheap, my vehicle on the road 
price was £46,895 - however 
it did have one or two addi¬ 
tional add ons. 

The ‘i’ version brings in a 
rear-parking monitor, which 
the children will love to see 
for its camera and a view 
behind you, the power tail¬ 
gate open and close system, 
and the 19-inch alloy wheels 
which add to the image and 
overall effect of the vehicle. 

The three-year, 60,000 
miles warranty is a very com¬ 
mendable one and a service 
will be required every 20,000 
miles or two years and (a new 
one on me) a health and 
safety check every 10,000 
miles or annually.

In many countries, diesel power is the 
preferred option in this segment and Rio 
will be available with two versions of 
Kia’s U2 power unit. The 1.4 litre gener¬ 
ates 90PS and 216 Nm of torque, while 
the 1.1-litre produces 70PS and 162 
Nm.
